The public will note with interest, and 
perhaps also with some measure of relief, 
that the legislative program for the ses- 
sion of the legislature is only about half 
the usual length. It is estimated that not 
more than forty new chapters will be add- 
ed this time to the statute book. The usual 
sessional run is from 80 to 85 new acts for 
the lawyers to digest and the public to 
dodge. 

It is a safe prediction that the business 
of this session will be more thoroughly 
discussed and the decisions made on a 
basis of clearer understanding than is 
commonly the case. With only half the 
number of bills to absorb their time and 
becloud their intellects, and the usual 
amount of time to spend, the members 
should and doubtless will be able to turn 
out fewer acts of the kind that have to be 
amended at succeeding sessions, and to 
give more attention to matters of adminis- 
tration and policy.

HOW ABOUT SOMETHING 
CONSTRUCTIVE? 

Having decided on what days and 
during what hours the business places of 
the city may be open for business, how 
would it be if the city council devoted 
some time and thought to the matter of 
creating or attracting business for these 
establishments to do? 

Telling the merchants what they may 
not do is easy enough, but that will not 
help them to pay their taxes nor give sta- 
bility to the investment and employment 
interests which they represent. The city 
cannot live on prohibitions, and it is fairly 
evident that what Edmonton needs at this 
moment is more business, not more impedi- 
ments. 

Having assumed the function of direct- 
ing business in a restrictive way, it may 
be held to be the duty of council to give a 
lead also in the direction of expansion. 
If it is proper for council to say that shops 
may not be kept open during part of a 
legal business day, which is not being 
challenged -t the moment, council surely 
has some responsibility also to do what it 
can to see that our industrial establish- 
ments and mercantile houses can draw 
trade enough to keep their wheels turning, 
their stocks moving, and their employees 
on the pay roll. 

What has council in mind by way of 
constructive direction of the city’s busi- 
ness interests? Or is the responsibility 
for pushing these interests to be thrown 
altogether upon the shop-keeper, while 
council exerts its efforts only in the way of 
res‘raining him? 

IN THE GRIP OF CIRCUMSTANCES 

Conditions have to be met, whatever 
becomes of wishes, hopes and theorics. 
What is, not what might be or sheu!d be, 
must be the guide to action, for govern- 
ments as for individuals. 

The Government of Alberta has come 
to the conclusion that a radical change has

to be made in its financ:al policy. Hitherto, 
since the depression struck the world, the 
aim has been to provide employment and 
relief for those in need, to stimulate busi- 
ness, and to minimize the effects of the 
general subsidence. To that end provincial 
money has been spent and provincial cre- 
dit drawn upon, justifiably and with good 
results, the inevitable deficits being 
charged up against the future. 

It is said the time has come when this 
can no longer be the prime object, and 
when first consideration must be given to 
re-establishing the financial position of 
the province itself. The budget must be 
balanced, by reduction in expenditure and 
perhaps also by increase in taxation; to 
the end that public confidence may be re- 
stored in the worth of provinciai securi- 
ties and future borrowing at payable rates 
of interest made possible. 

This of course is unwelcome news. It 
means that the provincial treasury will for 
a time and to a considerable extent cease 
to exert the support it has been giving to 
business conditions, that the buying power 
of the public will be curtailed, and unem- 
ployment in some measure increased. 

But what is the alternative? The al- 
ternative apparently is to go on spending 
in excess of falling revenue, to continue 
borrowing at ever-increasing rates of in- 
terest, and to risk coming to the place 
where the province would be neither able 
to help fight the depression nor to finance 
itself; when the dead weight of the ac- 
cumulated and recurring deficits would 
have to be imposed upon the taxpayers as 
an immediate obligation. 

As between the two evils, the public 
can better face the withdrawal, or partial 
withdrawal, of provincial assistance in 
meeting the depression than risk having to 
fight the depression and at the same time 
have to pay to keep the province out of 
bankruptcy. On that und the decision 
to retrench and re-establish the provincial 
position is to be approved, however little 
the necessity of doing this may be wel- 
comed. 

One thing should be noted, and taken 
to heart at this juncture. Whatever re- 
duction the Government may employ now 
aS an emergency measure, the real slash- 
ing of expenditure should come when times 
improve and a growing revenue provides 
sufficient money to carry on the public 
business on a scale deflated of Juxury and 
based squarely upon necessity. It will not 
do to have another depression come along 
a few years hence and catch the province 
again so overloaded with debt incurred in 
good times that it has to curtail expendi-
